"Plenty of Men." 


Boston, March i;>.—"Very tew men 


have returned to work this morning-," 
said President Lucius Tuttle of the 
Boston and Maine railroad. "The men 
left of their 
own accord, 
which, of 


course, is understood. 
We had 
no 


trouble with them, and recognize union 
or non-union mon. alike. All who apply 
for work aie regarded alike, and. once 
employed, we mean they are to stay 
as long as they do 1heir worK. The 
men left in sympathy with the others, 
that was all. We have plenty of men 
now to handle the work of the roatl, 
and 
do not anticipate 
the slightest 


trouble in getting more should we re- 
quire them. In fact, we have had num- 
berless applications irom men who 
want, work and so 
have nothing to 


fear. Our responsibility begins when 
the freight is left on our premises. As 
thore are but few teams upon 
the 


streets, there has been less freight of- 
fered. We are running with about half 
our usual force, and that is sufficient 
to handle the volume of business. My 
position wlh regard to the men who 
went out was just this: 1 felt that, as 
they left with no grievance that if they 
were not given an opportunity to re- 
turn there might be trouble. So I set 
Thursday morning as the time for the 
men who wanted to remain in the em- 
iloy of the Boston and Maine road to 
appear for work. This gave those who 
:lesired to return the chance. All those 
who have not come back are no longer 
in 
the employ 
of the road. 
What 


action the road will take in the future 
with regard 
to engaging 
them will 


have to be decided when the occasion 
presents ilself.'' 


Secretary Long has issued a general 


order designed to improve the marks- 
manship of the men of the 
navy.

provides, in part, as follows: 


"The Firing Regulations i'or Small 


Arms, 1S98, for 
the 
United States 


Army arc hereby adopted for the navy 
and marine corps as a book of refer- 
ence aud text book i'or officers

of each arm of the naval service. 


"The impracticability, 
at 
present, 


of having target ranges of 800 or 1.000 
yards, and the small amount of time 
possible to devote to small-arm firing, 
make it necessary to modify the army 
qualifications for sharp-shooters and 
marksmen of different classes. It is, 
however, essential that the high stand- 
ard of requirements laid down by the 
army regulations be considered as the 
idea! to which the navy and marine 
UMTS, should endeavor to conlorm. 


"It ia not considered necessary for 


enlisted men of the navy to quality in 
all the 
requirements of skiinrishing 


and 
volley 
lit ing, 
but 
the 
entire 


scheme of iii'ing laid down in the army 
regulations as niodjtied 
by 
Instruc- 


tions Relative to Small-Arm Firing in 
the United States JMaiiue Corps, 11)00, 
•shall be carried out 
by the 
marine 


corps. 


"Until such time as a modification 


of the army scheme of firing shall be 
(ieeided upon for the navy, tiie regu- 
lations for small-arm target practice 
now in force (Gun and Torpedo Drills 
lor the United States Navy) shall be 
followed. Aitides 21 to ir>1, inclusive-, 
ol the Army Firing 
Regulations I'or 


Small Arms, 1808. defining sighting 
drill and gallery practice, shall be at 
once adopted in the navy and carried 
out as far as practicable. 


"Commanding officers of all receiv- 


ing, ciiiising and training .ships will 
make requisition for ten thousand 
tonnds of gallery 
practice 
ammuni- 


tion, caliber .HO, and uiie gallery prac- 
tice target, and, in addition, it not pro- 
vided with the 
American maga/.ine 


rille, will make requisition for six of 
them for gallery m-e. The- brass cart- 
lidge cases, after tiring, will be col- 
lected and turned into store 
for re- 


loading."

of this general order, the bureau of 
navigation is having constructed 
at

A CHURCH LIGHTHOUSE. 


Charleston, S. C., Hn» the Only On* 


In <l»e World. 


Tho only ehiircli in the world so far 


as Is known that is also a lighthouse is 
St Philip's church, Charleston, S. C. 


St Philip's, which is one of the oldest 


churches in America, is Known as the 
"Westminster abbey of South Caroli- 
na," because within and about its walls 
BO many distinguished men lie buried, 
including John C. Culhoun. The history 
of tlio old church is closely interwoven 
with that of South Carolina, and many 
of the- most celebrated events in the 
history of this province are connected 
with it. 


It is one of the sights of Charleston, 


and strangers are always taken to see 
1 and shown its graves and mouu- 
tnentK. 


The most remarkable feature of the 


old church, however, is the fact that 
Its lofty steeple serves the purpose of 
a light house and is used to jruido the 
seafarer and mariner safely into the 
port of Charleston. The use of the stee- 
ple as a lighthouse dates back to 181)4, 
when the Tnited States lighthouse de- 
partment succeeded by dint of repeated 
efforts in inducing the vestry of the 
•>ld church to allow a lantern to be 
placed in the upper story of the steeple 
to be used as a ranj;e li^ht for vessels 
•'titering the harbor tiirough the jetties 
jt its mouth. 


The light used is very powerful and 


Is placed ut an altitude of about 125 
feet above the ground, so that it 1* 
i;nsily visible thirty miles at sea. Ships 
mnkinK for Charleston harbor at night 
alwa.i h Keep a sharp lookout for St. 
I'hilip's light atid as soon as they sight 
it ,;et (jyi hito line with the beacon on 
I-'ort Stiruter nnd then make a straight- 
iway run for the mouth of the jetties 
ind up through them into the harbor 
>( Charleston. 


St. Philip's I'burch steeple is consider- 
it one of the handsomest archltec 
Uirally in the world1 and always at- 
tracts the eye of strangers entering 
Charleston from the sea by its com- 
manding height and artistic propor- 
tions.—St. Louis Republic.

As "hia honor" sat on tbe bench from 


which even banded justice\wa» dis- 
pensed Jn the town of Lavllla, which 
flourished way down In Florida before 
the days of Greater Jacksonville, be 
was amazed to note among tbe prison- 
ers at tbe bar a "paleface." . 


Casting the eagle eye of the law over

The chief function of n bed, says An- 


ton Leister in Gcod Health, is to keep 
the proper bodily temperature during 
the night, just as the lay clothing regu- 
lates that temperature during the day. 
If this principle be admitted, then fol- 
low certain deductions—the amount of 
bedding, as of clothing, must change 
with the seasons and with the ex- 
tremes of temperature from day to 
day; the bedding, like the clothing, 
should be porous to fldmit air to the 
skin and to emit skin emanations; bed- 
ding must not be excessive in quantity, 
or, like excessive clothing, ittfwill de- 
bilitate the skin and weaken the body; 
the bedding, like the clothing, must be ! 
distributed over the body not equally 
in amount, but according to the psysi- 
ologic needs of the different parts of 
the body as to temperature and circu- 
latory and raspiratcry stimulation. 


This last is the most important point 


of all, but also the point that has been 
altogether disregarded. 
The bed, as 


usually made with heavy mattress, 
quilts, etc., absorbs and retains ail the 
body heat and before morning becomes j 
practically a dry "hot pack." applied to 
the spine and cerebellum. Even if the 
covering blankets are light and porous 
the heated mass of material below acts 
as would a heavy pad of wool or felt 
worn on the spine during the day, 
greatly overheating 
that important 


part of the body. 


From this nightly unequal heating of 


the parts of the body, from the con- 
stant overheating of the spine, there 
result various temporary or chronic 
physiologic disturbances—broken sleep, 
increased rate and tension of the pulse, 
a general weakening of the system 
from cerebral and spinal congestion 
and debilitation and other bad effects. 
Theory paints to n bed of the same tex- 
ture and thickness below as above. Ac- 
tual practice has shown that this de- 
sired result is best attained by a spring 
wire bottom (sheet, not the upright 
evils), with porous blankets laid on it, 
just enough thickness to prevent chill- 
ing from billow. In this way the boat 
from bolow cnn be reeulated as well as 
from above. The overheating of spinal 
and cerebral nervo centers, with re- 
sulting injurious unbalanced circula- 
tion, is prevented.

American. The vogetal>*e cutter com- 
prises an upright carrying at its top a 
tray -ipon at the front and rear. The 
upright is attached to a table by means 
ot" a clamping device carried at the bot-

torn of tbft upright. A disklike cutter 
for slicing cabbages, potatoes or the 
like is carried on a spindle, having a 
I-earing in an arm on the upright. By 
means of a crank the spindle is turned, 
and with it the disk cutter. The disk 
is formed with radial slots, and one 
wall of each slot is turned outward to- 
ward the tray to form cutting blades. 
Another form of disk can be used, pro- 
vided with openings, the walls of 
which are extended inward to form 
grating surfaces, this device being de- 
signed for the grating of horseradish, 
cocoauut or rhe like. 


The vegetable is held by one hand in 


the tray and against the disk, the crank 
being turned by the other hand. An in- 
wardly turned lip prevents the upward 
movement of the vegetable in the tray. 
By means of this device vegetables are 
rapidly prepared for fable use. 


Artificial Marble. 


Imitation marble is obtained by mix- 


ing oxide of magnesium with chloride 
of magnesium, the former being ob- 
tained by burning the mineral called 
"magnesite" and the latter by treating 
the oxide with hydrochloric acid. Arti- 
ficial marble is also produced from or- 
dinary plaster of parts hardened by an 
admixture of borax and certain other 
ingredients and agreeably' colored with 
Mineral oxides. For this purpose the 
oxides of Iron and copper are some- 
timort employed.

seaweeds which would appear to open 
up groat possibilities to the pickle man- 
ufacture;', .says Tho New Century. It 
seems that seaweed is a most excel- 
lent article of diet and most beneficial 
In its action on the blood, which it 
purities. It will cure nervousness and 
is good for rheumatism and gout. After 
eating seaweed the pores of the whole 
skin are stimulated, so that they open 
freely, while tho iodine ami sulphur 
contained in the seaweed escape. 


Cosmic TJiist. 


It has often been claimed that the 


presence1 of nJckol in dust is a sutliciont 
criterion to distinguish it as of cosmic 
rather than terrestrial origin. It has 
lately been shown that nickel is found 
in soot, and hence that nickeiifcrous 
dust may be terrestrial.

and then slowly swallowed. In addi- 
tion, in many cases these hurried moais 
are made up of food that would be difii- 
cult of digestion even if oaten slowly. 


It is important to know that properly 


boiled moat or fish is softer and more 
easily digested than the same meat or 
fish that is fried, roasted or broiled. 
All form:; of skin arc ditJicult to digest. 
for the reason that it is impossible to 
disintegrate them properly by mastica- 
tion. 
Fish, flesh or game that is 


"gamy" or tainted is very indigestible, 
because it always contains a poison re- 
sulting from il.s decomposition. Warm 
bread, freshly baked, is very hard to 
digest, while, on the contrary, stale 
broad is extremely oasy. 


Pastry, especially that made with 


cooking butter, is a frequent cause of 
dyspepsia, and still another and very 
common causo is tho want of cleanli- 
ness in cooking utensils. The times at 
which food is taken may also be a fac- 
tor. Many persons oat. at very irregu- 
lar hours, taking their luncheon on 
some days at noon, on other days not 
until lato in the afternoon and perhaps 
sometimes not eating between an early 
breakfast and a lato dinner. 


Another cause which is only found in 


Americans is the use of ioo water at 
meals, which causes dyspepsia by chill- 
ing tho stomach and so lessening both 
its Rocrot'ou and movements, which are 
very essential to a normal digestion.
